In a leading article the Shanghai Mercury 
announces that Me Max Goebel, Oonsul- 
Geaeral for’ Belgium, has sent in his resign- 
ation a3 Senior C isul, but that tho question 
of reosiving tho resignation has been loft 
over till the return of Mr N. J. Hannen, 
A. B. MJ ConstI-Genefal, Our conten- 
porary thinks Mf, Goebel hos done a wise 
thing which entitles him to the thanks and 
respect of the Foreign residonts at Shang- 
hai. After disonssing the internation) 
aspect of the subject the article proceads :— 


When a. vacancy odours it has been the 
invoriable practice to offer the post to the 
Consul-General longest in office here, und it 
has been as invariably the custom for him to 
decline to accept the honour which is merely 
in the nature of a French compliment and is 
not intended to be accepted, Now, the cir- 
cumstances under which the Consul-General 
for Belgium has departed from this time- 
honoured arrangoment and accepted the 
dutios and rospoositilities of the post of 
Senior Consul are 6o well known and aro of 
such recent dato that thoy do not at our 
hands require n reoapitulation, Nor have 
wo nny desire to make remarks, which 
might burt Mr Gpebel, who we are suto 
andertook the post upon a misconception of 
what had hitherto been the custom, the lex 
loci, thongh it is uowritton in the books, 
But doeling with that poiut gouerally we 
might touch up one or two things upon 
whieh a very genoral misunderstanding 
appears to prevail. In the first place, there 
geems to be a misapprehention on the part 
of the Municipal Council and of the Cham- 
bor of Commerce, and, indeed, the public 
generally, that all their official corres- 
pondence with the higher authorities, whe- 
ther Native or Foreign, must necessarily he 
addressed through the Senior Consul. This, 
we believe, is quite o mistake. There is no 
rule or law which compole either the 
Convdil or the Chamber to transmit thair 
correspondence throngh the Senior Consul, 
though it has goncrally been the custom to 
do co But this ontom may have arisen, 
and probably did arise, becausa the Senior 
Consul has invariably hitherto been the 
ropreseptative of one of the great Powers 
and oné “of ‘tho original Foreign Powers 
eetablished at Shanghai.

THE ANTI-MORPHINE CRUSADE. 

“At the Magistracy to-day, before Cap- 
tein Hastings, Au A Kwan, was charged 
with keeping a sacrpiine injection divan at 
92, Queen's Road West, firet floor, yeater- 
day. He pleaded that ho had consed to do 
businoss in morphine since Saturday last, 
when the. new Morphine Ordinanos czme 
inte fores, 

Inspoctor Quincey ptated—At 6 p.m. 
yesterday I went to defondant’s houga with 
A warrant (produced), I saw tho defendant 
sitting on o pillow-box on top of a settec, 
behind a small table. Tasked him where 
the master ‘of tha house was. Bo 
aiid ‘Gone to Canton.’ T searched the 
premises, snd found a bor containing two 
hypodermic syringes, and o bottle half full 
of some liquid. Kenai asroar -that itis 
morphine. ¥ also found six empty bottles; 
two of which wera Inbellod ‘morphine,’ 
and two cardboard bozes which had traces 
of white powder inside and were also. la- 
belled ‘morphine,’ with the address of 
tha Medical Hall printed. Taleo found « 
book containing entries of patients’ names, 
and another book containing entries of 
purcheaas, but nothing to ehow that they 
referred tr morphia more than suything 
elge. Tus tho toblo at which defendant was 
sitting were two drawars, ons being fitied 
with a slot to drop coins iv like o till ; and 
thers were inside it 16 cents in copper and 
some cash, I omitted to mention that ons 
of the two syringes produced in Court was 
half foll ofsome fluid whon itwas found in 
defendant's house, Itianot.20 now, Mr 
Spooner, chief oxciag officer of the Opiam 
Farm, saw it while it wae halffull, =~ 

Bis’ Worahip—Why, was Mr Spoonor 
with you when you went to thaplace t— No, 
bat he looked at tho syringe this moraing, 

Then do you mean to say that you hand 
round your ‘ exhibits’ for anyone to ses? 
—No; the syringe was in Ovurt, waitiog 
for the case to come on, and hg saw it on 
the table. 

Witness, continuing his eviderice, ssid 
that there ‘were ten or twelve coolies on 
the verandah, a fow yards from the deien- 
dant, when the search was made. There 
was also a bottle of the Government anti- 
morphine mizture hanging against the wall, 
bearing the label and stamp, and with tho 
sontants intact. The cork had not been 
drawn. I asked the coolies who wero iu 
charge of the house, and they said defon- 
dant was the man, sol took him into 
custody. 

His Worship—Have you any of the 
coolies bere to give evidence 7—No, but I 
heve an excise officer «f the Opium Farm, 
who will give ovidenco that he saw aa 
injection administored after tho Ordinance 
eume into forces.

His Worship—I will remand the case 
for eight days. thon, and have the liquid 
analysed, Bail $75.

It is 
not ontikely thet southera Russia offers 
overything ueccssary for growing toa 
succossfully, and China may well look out 
for another blow to its tea trade, if these 
oxperients aro carried on with the same 
energy ‘with wich they seem to have been 
initiated here. Capita! could ondoubtedly 
he reised in abundance ia Russis and the 
well-known Rassian patriotism and particul- 
arism would, no doubt, aneuro support of 
everyone, from the wholesale dealer to the 
consumer. The Nutives in come places 
offered o good deal of opposition to the 
plants being takon out of tho country. 
They seem to fear to the appearance of 
other rivals in the field, 

Things are gonorelly quict here. The 
river, after having risen to 416, again, 
has remsined remurkubly steady for several 
duys.— Mercury. 


THE VAGARIES OF INFLUENZA. 

Captain Cuttie’s advice has bsen closely 
followed by thy Local Government Board. 
Their motto in regard tu T[ufluengzs has 
been, ‘When found make a note of.’ 
The notes they made on infuonza in ita 
earlier visita to this country, days the Lon- 
don Daily News, mado ono of the most 
interosting of the yellow books which are 
issued periodically from that Department, 
But part of its interest was due to the Fact 
that aftor al! was ssid and done it left the 
Infucuza as it fouud it—as great a mystery 
as no plague, The book was as good asa 
novel, bat it was o novel with a villain io 
it imperfectly unmasked, We looked for 
core about him ia the second volume, and 
yesterday the second volume appeared. It 
is called ' Further Report and Papere on 
Epidemic Influonza, 1889-92’; it investi- 
gates tho vagaries of the disesay, and drags 
it a little further out of its home mystery 
into the region of things that, being uader- 
stood, may be faced in future with loss of 
panic and of awe, We are no longer awed, 
for example, by the mystery of its coming, 
Tho theory of some untraceable atmospheria 
propagation of the diseste ie almost 
aniversally abavdoned. It apreada with 
graat rapidity, but not with greater 
rapidity then human intercourse in modern 
times, und the official dictum now is that 
the further experience gained in the laat 
year ot two ‘goes atrongly to confirm the 
view that influenza is propagated from 
pereoo to person.’ y 

Tho theory of the aimosphoric origin of 
influsuzs was fora time buttressed by the 
story that tho keeper of the Caebots 
Lighthouse, of an isolated rock in the 
Chunoel Islands, had beon attacked with. 
out previous communicstion with the 
shore. Dr Parsons exploded this theory 
by the simple oxpediont of writing to 
Trinity Hausa for exact information. He 
found there had been communication with 
theshore only nine days before the first 
lighthouss keeper was attacked. ‘Thare 
ate still inexplicable peciliatities in the 
outbreaks. of the malady, but none in- 
consistent with the human agency theory. 
Concouras.of people ia found to be distinct- 
ly favourable to its spread.

‘ A-Luesrao. correspondent sends to the 
London Daily News ot August 14 the fol- 
lowing interesting summary of a lecturs 


by Dr Conan Doyle on moderna English’

he agonds for this wook in conneotion 
with the Reunion Conference convened by 
the Rev. Dr Lunn included a lectute by 
De Oonan-Doylo.~-It-was-originally-to have. 
been on ‘George Meradith,’ but instead of 
doaling with that novelist exclusively tho 
lecture included the whole subject of the 
Giotion cf the younger school of writers, 
At tha cuteet the lecturer premised that in 
the literature of Great Britain lay her most 
cortain claim to lasting glory. Tho work 
of the atatasman and the soldier might and 
would crumble away,. but that of tha 
suthor and the poctoontinued. Oritics of 
every age had been prone to take a gloomy 
view of the generation in which they 
lived, but after all it was pure . pessim- 
ism to chant jeremiada__over. the 
decay of literature. Thomas Hardy 
apd George Meredith both . had 
shown remarkablo powers, but noither, bad 
basn able to lay hold of the public mind 
like sume of their predecessora. On the 
wholo, flation considered as on art had 
improved in tho present generation, in+ 
asmuch as literature had become more 
cosmopolitan. Literary federation, in 
fact, had preceded the federation of the 
Empire. for exanigle, Rudyard Kipling, 
with his volcanic style, showed some traces 
of the ruddy gluw of the Hast; Stevenson 
was engaged in giving ué the literatare of 
the South Seas, in which could be cecog~’ 
nived the baat of the wav.s and the rustle of 
tho palm leaves ; and among other writers 
Rider Heggard was showing a romance 
hanging over the frontier line of civilien- 
tion, and painting the debateable land 
where tho white man ‘is displacing the 
bisck, Li this pointad to the reasonable 
hope that theliteraturo of tho futuro would 
be more brilliant then that of the past. 

Dr Doyle cunfined himself strictly to the 
younger writors of fiction, among whom he 

ave yreat prominence and first mention to 

ober! Lowis Stevenson. Mr Stevenson, 
ho eaid, wae one of the fow English writers 
who bad proved succossful both: with 
longer works and with ghort stories, 
branches of Siterature which wora quitedis- 
tinct. Neither Thakeray, nor Scott, nor 
Captain Mayne Reid, nor Goorge Eliot had 
written short atoriea, Aad even Mr Stov- 
engon in bia earlior writing was largely 
under the influence uf George Meredith. 
England bad never produced a man so nico 
in the solection of the words be used as Mr 
Stevenson. In proof of this Dre Doyle 
cited, among other passages, thesa: ' Hin 
eyes clung coasting round ta me'-~taken 
from » description of a guilty man ;—' His 
langh rang forth like « oracked bell ;’ ‘ His 
voice shook like atant rope ;' ‘ His blows 
resounded on tho grave as thick as sobs,’ 
What could bo mors effestive and pictures- 
que than such direct ond familiar ‘cémpa- 
risonad 

Olive Schreiner waa noticed with ua- 
stinted praise, and-then Dr Doylo pamed 
to a Sovteh production io Mr J. M. Barrib, 
a writer of 80 Bymputhetic atone that his. 
work would be handed down to future 
generations of Scotchmon a horitage nearly 
ag precious as tha poems of Robert Barns, 
4s an example of literary style the lecturer 
quoted long pootgo of felicitous descrip- 
tion, on which lie based his opinion that 
there was simplicity about Barrie’s atyle 
which could bo achieved by the highest art 
only, Nothing cuuld bo moro cloar-out, 
nervous, and delicate. This in an author of 
only thirty-three years. pointed to a long 
lifo for hig workg, Another writer of pro- 
mise he ssid, was Quillsr Uouch, or ‘Q,’ 
ashe styles himself, aman who knew bis. 
own powers and had absolute confidence in 
them, Passing on to notice Rudyard Kip- 
ling, Dr Doyle sald it was easy to point ta 
faults of atyle, There was a ‘cogk-suree 
ness' in him which reminded: ono of tho 
hot-headed school boy who backed his own 
side aud had no word to asy for thé 
other, He gave the impression of being 
curiously wanting in the powor of self. 
criticiam—as witnoas tha republica ion of 
certain of bis works, Althouvk ha waa 
Englisa there was in Rudyard Kipling 
8 touch of the burning East, like a vivid 
Hee orchid amid English roses.
